ly that they are the “nearest thing" 
alive to fam ed cartoonist Al Capp’s 
“shraoos.” 
Baum ann said he had spent IO

expects

breed to set a new trend in chicken 
raising.

chicken breed a secret because he 
wanted to b* sure it was a succes*.

The ancestors of thi* new breed 
of chicken, Baum ann said, cam© 
from 
Texas.

a white M inorca hen. 
E ach 
bird had only stubs for wings. 


He bred them , he said, and w as 
astounded when the hen hatched 
w ingless chickens. He then began 
experim enting and breeding. 
Baumann reported that at first 
he got only three or four w ingless 
birds out of IOO eggs. Now, he said, 
about 95 of every IOO chicks have 
no wings at all. Som e of the others, 
he said, have stubs or a stub on 
one side and a wing on the other.
